SEOUL, Korea .4’’ —An official 
Korea source said today the Re­ 
public of Korea, strongly opposed 
to the new Allied truce plan, had 
drawn up one of its own and would 
submit it later in the day. 
The

which 
cannot

identified, said the plan would be 
delivered to the U. S. truce dele­ 
gates at Munsan. He did not di­ 
vulge its contents but called it 
“ very important.” 
While the new’ Allied plan has 
not been disclosed officially. South 
Korean officials have given out 


some of the particulars and have 
denounced it as a “dishonorable 
and surrendering truce.” 
South Koreans object strenuously 
to that part of the new Allied plan 
which would let the ultimate fate 
of 34,000 North Korean prisoners 
be decided by the United Nations 
Assembly. They insist these pris­ 
oners, who refuse to return to the 
Reds, should be freed in South Ko­ 
rea, as the Allies proposed re ­ 
cently.

An Assembly delegation asked 
for a meeting with Lt. Gen. Wil­ 
liam K. Harrison, chief Allied truce 
delegate, to dem and that the pro­ 
posal be scrapped.

Scrivner's am endm ent was op­ 
posed by Chairman Davis (R-Wis) 
of the appropriations subcommittee 
which handled the bill. Davis said 
he thought money for the dam 
.« hould be denied because of a con­ 
troversy in Kan.sas over the proj­ 
ect. 
Congress voted 5 million dollars 
last year to start construction of 
Tuttle Creek and some prelimin­ 
ary work ha.« been done. 
Form er President Truman rec- 
omrnended an appropriation of 15 
million dollars for the project but 
the 
Eisenhower 
revised 
budget 
m ade no provision for it and the 
House 
Appropriations Committee 
went along on this policy.

FOOT ROT OF CATTLE 
AND SHEEP 


Foot rot is an infectious disease of the feet 
and claws. It is caused by a germ that gains en­ 
trance through a cut or other foot injury or 
through water soaked skin at the lop of the 
hoof.

He 
puts his line at the bank edg e 
and lets it lay there twitching it 
a little. He ex plained the various 
baits he used and the methods but 
he left out his best fish stor.v un­ 
til someone asked him 
to 
tell 
; about it. 
Dr. Drennon said a 16 
pulled at his line, 
broke it and he finally had to 
jump in the water and straddle it, 
g et his hands in its g ills and pull 
it out—^but—that was a fish story 
of a big fish that didn’t g et away . 


IMr. Watts told of the various 
way .s of fishing but he, too, liked 
fly - fishing . 
Your ability to fly 
fish, he said, 
depends 
on 
how 
much y ou know about the fish— 
y ou have to be smarter than the 
fish y ou're try ing to catch—y ou 
have to know what kind of bait 
that particular fish likes best. He 
ex plained dry flies, wet flies and 
all kinds of artificial lures to at­ 
tract fish and 
showed 
a 
little 
plastic Bubble that is filled with 
water and stay on top of the 
w'ater to help keep the fly out on 
top.
